After Fall 
Into Pool Here 


Little Brenda Rhienhardt, 
| 14-year-old daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. David Rhienhardt,

“We tried mouth-to-mouth 
and artificial respiration,” Mrs. 
Ott said. ‘““We did everything 
we could think of, but it wasn’t

child’s body to the hospital 
where the distraught Mrs.

High College Standards Shouldn't 
Mean Neglect of ‘Average’ Needs 


Last week Dr. Laura Henry, Mento-Atherton High 
School mathematics department head and head of the 
scholarship program at the high school, gave elementary 
school district trustees some things to think about. : 

Among them, she explained that there was little hope 
of a student with a medium or lower grade average getting 
into a college; for education in a top-quality or medium 
quality school, she said an average grade of B or B-minus 
is required. 

In other words, youngsters who hope to qualify for 
college had better do well in high school. They'd better 
be “well above average” for a full four years before they 
embark on a post-high-school education, if they want to get 
the advantages of the facilities, the faculties and the tradi- 
tions of our better colleges and universities. 

And, indicated Dr. Henry, the competition for space 
and instruction in institutions of higher learning is going 
to get tougher, as the World War IL “baby boom” crop 
moves on through the graces. 

Menlo Park and Atherton seem to provide their 
youngsters with several advantages not realized generally. 
The parents who move here can, on the average, afford 
better homes than most; their incomes are better, their 
associations are better, the cities which they demand are 
cleaner and better kept than most. And as a result, some 
60 per cent of each year’s graduates of Menlo-Atherton 
High School find their way into colleges and universities. 

This is way above the national average, 

But let’s face it. 

Even if, on the average, we cat fail to admire 
the average product of our local schools, we have only 
to look elsewhere to find that much work must yet be 
done. 

The “average” job which the youngster of today 
will have to do tomorrow will require technical skills, 

a background of learning, and a wider knowledge than 
the mediocre job of today 

Even the hewers of wood and drawers of water of the 
future will be working with “axes” and “water buckets” of 
fantastic power and complexity; theyll need technical 
learning and skill. 

It is not enough for us to sit back, pay taxes and 
explain smugly to ourselves as we see the products of a 
superior environment march off to the ivy-covered halls, 
“Well, we're giving the best possible education to our truly 
gifted, anyhow.”

Better, we should give 
“average” individual 
elementary school, high school and college classes (assum- 
ing the prejudices of the grading system let him get as far 
as the latter) — is the person who's going to have to do the 
work in this world. 

And recognizing this, we'd better give thought to the 
construction of more colleges and more college classrooms; 
there ll be a need for them before we realize it.

Municipal Report: 


Drainage District Hearings 
Follow One of Two Patterns 


Residents to a portion of 
Menlo Park which it is propos- 
ed to form into a drainage 
district were invited to a hear- 
ing before the council Tues- 
day night. They were to learn 
something of what the district 
is supposed to do, and if of 
such a persuasion, to protest 
against having their property 
included in it. 

Whenever a drainage district 
has been formed in the past, 
the arguments for and inst 
it have pretty well followed 
one of two patterns, and al 
though most of those attend 
ing Tuesday's hearing may 
have felt themselves in a uni 
que position, patrons of city 
council meetings know better. 

The first pattern taken in 
the course of drainage district 
formation is the easy, happy 
one for city officials. 

in this case, the residents 
of a given area decide that 
runoff of storm waters isn’t 
what it should be; they de- 
cide to band together and 
buy seme drains. 

Such a drainage district was 
he Oakville Terrace District 
of a couple of years ago. 

Concerned residents passed 
petitions, did the leg-work, and 
convinced dubious neighbors 
that better gutters really were 
a good idea, and would benefit 
everybody. 

The second type of drain- 
age district is the one most 
typical and although this is 
written in advance of Tues 
day night’s hearing, it can he 
predicted that one of these 
is now in formation 

During the vears, the city has 
set up storm drainage districts 
on the basis of “drainage ba 
sins”; that is, wltose 
storm waters all can be han 


areas 


dled by a single outflowing 
sewer, 

In every case, it’s found that 
such “basins” contain homes 


which are “up hill” and homes 
that are “down hill” or in hol- 
lows where water collects 
What normally happens is

gether with estimates of what 
they’ll have to pay if the drain- 
age district goes through. 

It usually comes as a sort of 
surprise, particularly to  resi- 
dents of the “up hill” areas. 
They’ve never had any drain- 
age problems, they may or may 
not be cenvinced that the town 
is really as flat as it looks and 
that water that falls on their 
treeholds actually stays there. 

Thus before a drainage 
district of this type can be 

a ne residents of the 
areas have to be 
vinced that water from 
operty actually goes 
somewhere, and that it’s 
causing problems all should 
have to help pay for. 


Che business of convincing a 
person that he’s contributing 
to a problem a mile or so away 
s time; h gs get long- 
er and longer and the same 
words, “Why should I be in- 
cluded in this?” are repeated 
over and over again, as they 
have at past drainage hearings. 

With good luck and skill, the 
city e neer and other staff 
members might get the point 
across that everybody who got 
a hearing notice is in the same 
drainage basin, whether they 
like it or not. 

The residents may even a- 
gree that there’s a moral obli- 
gation to solve the problem as 
a group 

Then comes the second part 
of the argument; the question 
on which even honest men may 
differ. Some residents will say, 

“T have a big lot and a small 
house. Most of the water which 
falls on my grounds soaks in. 
Why should I have to pay as 
much as my neighbor, who has 
covered most of his lot with 
cement?” 

Or, 

“What vou say about the 
area in general is true, but 
I have made a special check 
on my own, and have found 
that my lot is absolutely lev- 
el (or has a slight hollow in 
it). Thus no water runs off 
of it. Why should I pay?” 

Then there are the unanswer- 
able  “‘technical questions,” 
such as: 

“Mr. City Engineer, can you 
say with absolute certainty that 
if my house and paving cov- 
ers 30 pereent of my lot, and 
the latter is on a two percent 
grade, and the soil is princi- 
pally a clayey loam modified 
by seven tons of sand I put in 
two years ago. that in a storm 
in which three inches of rain 
falls on 10,000 square feet in 
24 hours, the surface run-off 
would be more than one-two- 
hundredths of the capacity of 
the pipe yot propose to in- 
stall?” 

Depending on the tenor of 
the neighborhood, the extent 
of recognition that a problem 
exists, and the energy of the 
residents, petitions for and a- 
gainst inclusion of certain lots, 
blocks and streets in the drain- 
age district may be passed a- 
round and submitted to the 
city council . 

In the past, some protest- 
ing groups have even hired at- 
torneys to represent them. 

Whether or not the drainage 
district finally wins or loses 
almest seems to be secondary 
in some of these cases; the 
energy expended in arguments 
would go a long way toward 
getting the drains put in.

With plenty of opposition 
heard on the original draft, the 
bill was amended to meet these 
protests. All cities will have 
a chance to protest, as will resi- 
dents of unincorporated areas. 
It will take 10 per cent or more 
of the citizens in any zone to 
force a plan to an election. 
Manager Stallings is well pleas- 
ed with the bill as it now 
stands, and played an import- 
ant part in getting the legisla- 
tion adopted in Sacramento, ap- 
pearing before both the senate 
and assembly committee hear- 
ings. 

Stallings said there was no 
definite plan for particular 
projects. County Engineer 
Don Wilson will be in charge. 
Each project will be set up in 
a zone, with all contributing 
areas included. The financ- 
ing will be by direct obliga- 
tion bonds. 


There is no provision to tax 
for planning monies, but the 
board of supervisors can bud- 
get county funds to be return- 
ed as part of the over-all costs. 

County-wide the program 
will run into many millions of 
dollars, but it will be fulfilled 
over many years. Once a pro- 
gram is on the planning board, 
requests will be made to the 
federal government for assist- 
ing funds. Last year Walnut 
Creek, for example, received 
over $3 million federal aid for 
its flood contro] work. No par- 
ticular area has a priority and 
it may be that the cities first 
requesting assistance will get 
the spots. Incidentally, con- 
trary to reports, the city of San 
Mateo stays in the county-wide 
program but, like other cities, 
is protected fully by the right 
of protest. 

The board of supervisors 
has given its approval to tent- 
ative plans for the County’s 
new $2 million office build- 
ing to be built just north of 
the new hall of justice. 

The architecture will follow 
closely the new justice center, 
but will be of five stories. Ar- 
rangement of office space was 
submitted to the board and ap- 
proved, allowing architects to 
proceed witht drawing plans. 
County Manager Stallings said 
it was hoped to call for bids 
in the spring, with a comple- 
tion date late in 1961. 

The new structure will con- 
tain the offices of superintend- 
ent of schools, the planning 
division, engineer and road 
commissioner, the building in- 
spector’s office, central ser- 
vices (printing) and mail room, 
the veterans service office and 
the adult and juvenile proba- 
tion departments, 

If plans to move the coron- 
er’s office to the county hos- 
pital do not materialize, that 
office will move to the new 
building. 

Upon completion of the of- 
fice structure, the famous old 
domed structure in the middle 
of the old courthouse will be 
torn down. Then we can look 
for a multi-storied unit to go 
upon that spot. That, however, 
is a long way off in the building 
planning program.., 

Our county has some tough 
problems to solve. The board 
of supervisors has its traub- 
les with pinball machines, 
cardroom licenses, planning 
and countless other subjects. 

One of its most weighty ques- 
tion was solve this week-—not 
to the satisfaction of anyone-—~ 
by District Attorney Keith C. 
Sorenson. On the agenda was 
a simple item of a letter writ- 
{en by a woman requesting re- 
turn of a $3 dog license fee. It 
seems that someone had given 
her a cocker spaniel and she 
immdiately secured a dog li- 
cense like any good citizen 
should. 

Just a week later the former 


owner decided he wanted &@ 


dog back and the woman oblig- 
ed. But she didn’t think the 
county was entitled to her $3 
for a week’s license. 

All the legal brains started 
working. Board members were 
sympathetic and after all they 
didn’t need the $3 anyway. 
Sorenson called in his most 
able deputies, looked over law 
books, the county charter and 
the United States Constitution. 
No such thing as returning 
money to a taxpayer. Finally 
the DA came up with the de- 
cision. ; 

The county would have ta 
keep the $3 as there was no 
mistake in the issuance of the 
license and no one was defraud- 
ed. (Sorenson really used 
more legal terms but that gives 
you an idea of his decision.) 

You can probably think of 
a better moral for this story, 
but our thought is that once 
your cash gets into the county 
treasury there’s no way you 
can get it back. 

Of course, it doesn’t stay 
there long. either. We think 
the least the board of super- 
visors could do is to find the 
woman another cocker spaniel 
and allow the: Heense to be 
{ransferred—or is that Meal? 
Such problems!
